CITATIONS -- GRIEVANCES 
COMES CLOSER TO HOME 

Ears Will Be Just As Deaf Here As They Were 
At the Payment Desk For the Pasadena Court 


A new procedure will tak? 
place In the field of Police 
Citations in the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre, as it will also takc- 
place in other communities 
throughout the Pasade n a 
Municipal Court aroa. Cities 
will have to collect their 
own Itail for parking cita¬ 
tion!-. beginning January 1, 
1970, and as ix'r the enve- 
lolH* that will bo given to 
vi('lato.-s this will encompass 
some 17 ontcgorlcs of park¬ 
ing violations. 

So that the violators will 
have some idea as to what 
will take placs?, the .Sierra 
Madre News gives you the 
following information a s 
prt'.sented to the City Coun¬ 
cil by the Chief of the local 
Police D'partmont. 

Chief of Police Betts esti¬ 
mates tfvat there will lx* 
some .20 citations a daj'. 
ha.scd an previous records, or 
approximately 10,500 a year. 
Violators will no longer have 
to go to Pasadena Municipal 
Cnurt pay window to pay 
their bale, which, if done 
within 15-days, relieves the 
violator of any further ac¬ 
tion on that particular cita¬ 
tion, they can now go to the 
front dc.sk of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City Hall and make the 
payments, or one can just 
put the citation and payment 
into an envelope provided by 
the Police Department and 
send it into the city, as the 
envelone will be pre-ad- 
drossed. 

Arguments will of course 
full on deaf ears, as the per¬ 
son at the desk, taking the 
payment will not have any 
knowledge of the circum¬ 
stances and no comment to 
make. If you desire an aud¬ 
ience or desire to go to trial, 
it is useless to discuss it 
with the collector, only to 
the pojnt that you do wish 
to contest same and they 
will refer you to the proper 
channels, as explained Tx?- 


low. 

It is foreseen that - great 
hardship will be encountered 
at the front desk of City 
Hall, An already overload¬ 
ed front desk having to take 
care of thirty or more addi¬ 
tional payments a day will 
cause .-iomo delay and con¬ 
fusion. especially so when 
references must be made and 
c.xplanations given.

PARKIN CITATIONS 
BAIL. ETC. 

Effective January 1, 1980. 
the Pa.sadena Munici p a 1 
Court will not be handling 
parking citations for tlie 
cities in this judicial dis¬ 
trict. They will handle only 
formal complaint on aggre- 
vafod situations. Becau.se of 
this all parking violation.s 
will be handled at City Hall 
after the first of January. 

After January 1st the 
Pidice Department will be is¬ 
suing parking citations on 
forms which will direct the 
owner of the vehicle to 
handle his citation at City 
Hall. We will be giving them 
an envelope with the cita¬ 
tion which contains the bail 
schedule and instructions for 
handling. This envelope is 
pre-flddressed to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City Hall. For those who 
prefer they may pay the 
bail - fine in person at the 
front desk in C'tv Hall 
Monday through Fridays, 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m., except on 
holidays. 

If the owner of a vehicle 


is cited and he wishes to 
apiienr in court on the cita¬ 
tion he will be directed to 
the Police Department where 
they will do the necessary 
paprwork and give him a 
court date. After that point 
Hie court will handle as be¬ 
fore. 

The bail schedule will con¬ 
tinue to be set by the court. 
They have not changed on 
parking violations. 'The court 
vva.*; adding to the bail a 
haipdling fee for tliose cita¬ 
tions which owners were de¬ 
linquent in handling. That 
fee will now have to be 
handled by the City. Tlie 
County was charging the 
City 11 per cent of all fines 
and forfeitures. The City will 
keep 100 per cent after Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1^0. 

The processing fee to be 
added to the Bail amount is 
in throe parts depending on 
wliat .steptsl in the proce.s.s 
lias taken place. 'These fees 
are $10 and $5 for the City 
and $-3 for the Department 
of Motor Vehicles. These 
fees will be applied in the 
following manner: 

A parking ticket with a 
bail of $5 will be given 15
